2,000 Army troops from Fort 
Lewis, Wash., and Fort Hood, 
Tex., will go to Europe soon as 
part of the U.S. military build­ 
up to meet the Berlin crisis. 
Most of the troops in the 
latest overseas shipment will 
be drawn from the 4th Infan­ 
try Division at Fort Lewis and 
the 2nd Armored Division at 
Fort Hood, Pentagon spokes­ 
men sajd yesterday. But they 
said the movement did not 
mean the divisions themselves 
were about to be shipped over­ 
seas. 
The United States so far has 
ordered 50,000 more men to 
Europe since the Berlin crisis 
erupted.

(EDITORS-—It has been a 
busy week for Bashir Ahmad, 
the Pakistan camel driver 
who came to the United 
States at the invitation of 
Vice President Lyndon B.

Francis Stilley, to sum up 
his impressions of his trip to 
this country.)

NEW YORK UP)—It all has 
been completely unbelievable 
to me. 
I am just a humble, simple 
man—a 
camel 
driver—b u t 
everywhere I have gone the 
American people welcomed me 


with smiles and ^outstretched 
hands. 
The most impressive thing 
to me is that I find the Ameri­ 
can people extremely happy 
and all smiling. 
But it is almost as impressive 
to me that every one over here 
is equal. I can't make any 
difference between the big of­ 
ficials and the man in the 
street. 
America is a land where be­ 
cause of hard work of the peo­ 
ple they have produced com­ 
fort and luxury. 
Getting off the plane in New 
York and finding Vice Presi­ 
dent Johnson there to meet me 


was one of the most exciting 
things of all. And then I got 
to see President John F. Ken­ 
nedy in Washington. 
All this was something that 
I never would have imagined 
or dreamed of. 
Still, once I met the vice 
president in Pakistan and he 
invited me to visit the United 
States, I never doubted for a 
minute that the dream would 
come true. 
There have been so many 
great things to see that it is 
not easy to remember them all. 
I liked everything I saw. 
I think the most unexpected 
things that I saw and the most 


surprising were escalators, and 
the moving sidewalks at Amon 
Carter Airport, Ft. Wrorth, Tex. 
People asked me if I would 
like to live here. My culture 
is of the East and that is where 
I belong. But now this seems 
like a home to me, too. Hearts 
beat here just the same as they 
do where I come from. 
People also ask how it will 
feel to go back to being a camel 
driver after all this. All I can 
say is that a tree has blossoms 
right up to the top, and even 
those blossoms on top have to 
come back to earth some time. 
Some have wanted to know 
how I compare the women of 


my homeland and those here. 
My women have their ideas 
and 
American 
women 
have 
theirs. Women all over the 
world are beautiful. 
I want to take home some 
toys for my children and some 
sweaters for my wife. She likes 
the color green very much. I 
hope I can get her some green 
sweaters.

Molotov Plot To Oust 
Soviet Leaders Charged 


Unruh Beginning 
Assembly Shakeup 


Accusation Made 


To Red Congress 


MOSCOW (UPD — First Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan accused former Premier and Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov of trying to seize power in Rus­ 
sia in 1957. 
He also attacked Albania in terms so strong observ­ 
ers said it amounted to expulsion of Albania from the 
Communist camp. 
Mikoyan made his accusations in a speech yesterday 
to the current 22nd Soviet Com-. -------------------------------------- 
munist Party Congress. 
Mikoyan said Molotov pre­ 
tended to accept the peaceful 
co-existence policy laid down 
by Premier Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev at the 20th Congress in 
1956 but actually was organiz­ 
ing a “ palace revolution” be­ 
hind the scenes with other 
members 
of the 
“anti-party 
group.” 
And in effect the deputy pre­ 
mier said that if Molotov had 
succeeded in seizing power, 
Khrushchev and some of the 
other leaders of present day 
Soviet Russia might have been 
physically liquidated. 
(Soviet 
affairs experts 
in 
London said today the virulent 
attacks on Molotov and Lazar 
Kaganovich—indicated a trial 
and possibly even a purge was 
in the making.) 
While Khrushchev was car­ 
rying out the decisions of the 
20th Congress, Mikoyan said, 
“ Molotov stuck poles in the 
wheel 
spokes 
hindered 
the 
work of the central committee, 
tried to attract adherents for 
the members of the Presidium 
of the central committee, all of 
which he did indeed secretly.“ 
He said Molotov was an un­ 
reconstructed Stalinist. He said 
if Molotov’s views had prevail­ 
ed it “ would have meant the 
virtual recognition of the in­ 
evitability of war, the renuncia­ 
tion of active efforts at agree­ 
ments intended to reduce in­ 
ternational 
tensions 
and 
to 
achieve disarmament."

BERLIN (UPD — Mayor Willy 
Brandt announced last night

12,000 
West 
Berliners 
have left for West Germany 
since August, when the Com­ 
munists sealed the Berlin bor­ 
der. 
Brandt added, however, that 
the Communist-encircled city's 
net loss in population is only 
7.000, because 5.000 West Ger­ 
mans moved to Berlin in the 
August-to-October period. 
Johann B. Gradl, a senior 
West Berlin leader and a mem­ 
ber 
of 
Chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer's 
Christian 
Demo­ 
cratic Party in the West Ger­ 
man Parliament, said the loss 
was not unusual for a city of 
2.2 million population. 
The loss of West Berliners to 
West Germany was attributed 
to some degree to economic 
hardship in the booming city 
following the closing of the bor­ 
der.

Duffy indicated that he had 
other books in mind as well as 
plenty to say on the lecture 
platform.

Duffy will continue his work

Fire Victim 
Succumbs 
To Injuries 


Mrs. Johanna Stone, 37, who 
suffered severe injuries from 
smoke inhalation in the fire 
that destroyed her home Thurs­ 
day, died at 4:45 a.m. today in 
a local hospital. 
She was the wife of Leslie 
S. Stone, San Rafael architect 
and chairman of the Lagunitas 
School District board. 
A doctor said Mrs. Stone died 
of severe brain damage, com­ 
plicated by anoxemia (insuffi­ 
cient aeration of blood), an­ 
nounced Asst. Coroner William 
C. Bradley. 
The body was taken to Kea­ 
ton’s Mortuary where last rites 
are pending. 
She had been unconscious 
from the time she was brought 
out of her smoke-filled house 
on Barranca Road in Forest 
Knolls by a neighbor, Joseph E. 
Bianchi, and an off-duty county 
fireman, Antonio Nunes Jr. 
Two children, Eric, 6, and 
Ian, 4, suffered slight injuries 
as they crawled out a broken 
window. 
To Bianchi, first on the 
scene, they cried, “ Mama is 
still inside.” Bianchi, quickly 
followed by Nunes who arrived 
immediately afterward while 
en route to his home on Ar­ 
royo Road, searched the house 
until they found her uncon­ 
scious form on the floor be­ 
hind a door. 
After entering the house 
Bianchi and Nunes at first 
could not find her. They came 
out, got a flashlight and re­ 
entered. 
They were bringing her out 
when the first county fire truck 
arrived, bringing among oth­ 
ers Nunes’ father, Antonio Sr., 
also a Forest Knolls resident. 
By the time Stephanie Stone, 
7. third grade student, return­ 
ed from Lagunitas School at 
4:13 p.m. her brothers were in 
the yard. 
Arriving minutes later the 
Marin County Fire Department 
found the house completely 
ablaze and full of smoke. 
Chief 
Charles 
R. 
Reilley 
gave Mrs. Stone first aid and 
mouth to mouth resuscitation 
until a resuscitator squad ar­ 
rived. 
“ Only.a shell of the house 


was left,” Reilley said. He esti­ 
mated damage to home and 
contents at $15,000. 
Hospital 
attendants 
sai d 
Mrs. Stone suffered only slight 
burns. She was in critical con­ 
dition from the time she was 
brought to the hospital from 
smoke inhalation. 
Stone, not at home when the 
fire broke out, serves with 
Crawford and Banning, San Ra­ 
fael architects. Firemen be­ 
lieved the blaze began in a 
clothes dryer on a service 
porch.
